Holding it un- 
der a running tap is an excellent 
way. Dry with clean gauze; ap- 
ply tincture of iodine, let it dry 
and dress as any other wound. 

Always consult a physician

He will need to give the wound 
itself further treatment, and 
will either give the Pasteur or 
vaccine treatment himself or 
send the patient to the proper 
Place to receive it, if he be- 
lieves it necessary. The Pas- 
teur or vaccine treatment is ra- 
ther uncomfortable, but not 
dangerous.

Every doubtful case should 
receive it 
Treatment of Dog 

Do not shoot the dog unless 
Sure that he has rabies or that 
there is danger of someone being 
bitten in trying to shut him up. 
Shut him up ina place where he 
absolutely can not get out, or tie 
him with a chain, not rope, and 
observe him for ten days. If he 
does not develop rabies in this 
period, the person bitten is in 
no danger of taking the disease. 
The time required for rabies to 
develop after the person is bit- 
ten is usually twenty-one days 
to two months, forty days being 
the average. Thus it is safe to 
wait a few days before starting 
the Pasteur treatment while the 
the dog is under observation, 
EXCEPT IN BITES OF THE 
FACE, ESPECIALLY BITES OF 
THE LIP, EYELID OR THE 
TONGUE. NEVER WAIT IN 
THESE CASES. Of course, if 
the dog develops symptoms of 
hydrophobia, the Pasteur or 
vaccine treatment should be 
started at once. If the dog must 
be shot, do not shoot through 
the head. Save the head so the 
physician can have it examined 
for evidence of rabies.

I lived in the Argentine republic 
when the United States entered 
the last World war. President 
Wilson wanted to give an appear- 
ance to Pan-American solidarity 
to our declaration. Accordingly 
he dispatched to the Central, Insu- 
lar and South American countries 
a cruiser squadron under Admiral 
William B. Caperton, at the same 
time indicating to their various 
governments that he expected 
Caperton’s fleet to visit them. 

This was all right, say as to 
Brazil, which nominally (no actual

The City Council of the City of 
Placervilie, State of California does 
ordain as follows: 


Section 1. The City Council does 
hereby declare that an emergency 
exists requiring extraordinary pre- 
cautions in the keeping of dogs in 
order to prevent the spread of ra- 
bies and therefore it shall be un- 
lawful from and after the adoption 
of this ordinance for any person 
or persons, firm, association or cor- 
poration to allow or permit any dog 
to be upon any of the public streets 
or ways or any public property un- 
less muzzled and secured by a leash 
and under the control of the owner 
or other person having control and 
custody thereof. 


Section 2. From and after the 
adoption of this ordinance it shall 
be unlawful for any person or 
persons, firm, association or corpor- 
ation to permit any cat upon any 
public street or in any public place 
in the City of Placerville. 


Section 3. Any dog or cat found 
running at large in any of the 
streets or ways or in any public 
place in’ the City of Placerville may 
be taken up by the police depart- 
ment of said City and summarily 
destroyed. 


Section 4. Any person or per- 
sons, firm, association or corpora- 
tion violating any provision of this
